1 . (cunrently amended) A screen-printable adhesive composition capable of being applied to 
a substrate at room temperature comprising the following components: 

(a) 25 to 100 parts by weight of at least one alkyl acrylate monomer; 

(b) 0 to 75 parts by weight of at least one reinforcing comonomer; and 

(c) an effective amount of a core-shell polymer or u c e mi orystaliino poI>TO e f 
to provide a screen-printable composition; 

wherein said composition and components are substantially solvent fre e, and 
substantially free of polveooxide resin . 

2. (original) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim 1 wherein said 
composition has a yield point of greater than 3 Pascals and a viscosity of less than 6000 
centipoise at 25°C, 

3. (original) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim 1 v^eiein said core-shell 
polymer is present in an amount of from 5 to 25 percent by weight of the screen-printable 
composition. 

4. (original) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim 3 wherein the core-shell 
polymer is a methaciylate/butadiene/styrenc core-shell polymer.

7. (original) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim I wherein said alkyl 
acrylate is an unsaturated monoftinctional (meth)acrylic acid ester of a non-tertiary 
alcohol having 4 to 18 carbon atoms in the alkyl moiety. 
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8. (currently amended) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim 1 wherein said 
reinforcing comonomerhas a homopolymer glass transition temperature of greater than 

9. (withdrawn) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim 1 further comprising 1 
to 20 parts by volume of the adhesive composition of an electrically conductive material. 

1 0. (withdravym) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim 9 wherein said 
electrically conductive material is selected from the group consisting of niclcct. silver, 
copper^ [[or]] aM gold particles. 

1 1 . (withdrawn) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim 1 furtlier comprising a 
thermalty conductive material 

12. (original) The screen-printable adhesive composition of claim 1 further comprising a 
thixotropic agent.

2 1 . (new) A screen-printable adhesive composition capable of being applied to a substrate at 
room temperature consisting essentially of the following components: 

(a) 25 to 100 parts by weight of at least one alkyi acrylate monomer; 

(b) 0 to 75 parts by weight of at least one reinforcing comonomer; 

(c) an effective amount of a core-shell polymer to provide a screen-printable 
composition; and» optionally 

(d) one or more electrically conductive materials, thermally conductive 
materials, thixotropic agents, free radical initiators, tackiiying agents, 
dyes, pigments, fillers, coupling agents, or combinations thereof, 

wherein said composition and components are substantially solvent free. 
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
